What w oalled the Industrial Army 


propo-.c., to march to Washington to 
demand of Congress the passage of 
certain relief measures. Detachments 
of this army have been organized in 
Ohio and other Eastern States and in 
California. They propose to unite in 
one giand body at the National Capital 
and ask Congress to enact laws that 
•will mitigate ths distress now preva- 
lent from Maine to Texas and from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. The originat- 
ors of this movement are, so far as is 
known, law abiding citizens, men who 
are willing to work for living wages. 
It is possible and, in fact, vary prob- 
able, that before the Army reaches 
Washington, should it ever succeed in 
doing so, that it may have in its rear a 
rough lot of camp followers whose ob- 
ject may be plunder instead of im- 
pressing upoo Congress the necessity 
•of legislation in the interest of the 
masses. Wall Street, of course, ridi- 
cules the idea of men out of employ- 
ment and unable to bear the expense 
of the journey massing at Washington 
to ask the Congress of the United 
States to puss relief measures. 


But the Coiigres.s of the United 


Ht.ites has passed an act to coin the 
aili or bullion uow owned by the Gov- 
ernment into ieg.il tender money. This 
act, 
if curried into effect, will increase 


tho volume of money in the United 
States 
$53,000,000, and 
place 
that 


amount in the depleted treasury with- 
out interest or expense, except the cost 
of coinage, and us tho mint employes 
are paid whether they work o7- puiy, 
the additional expense will bo nominal. 
As the coinage of the bullion will ob- 
vi ite, for u ticno, ut least, the necessity 
of issuing more bonds for money to 
p.iy government expenses and 'ncrease 
the amount of money in circulation, it 
is objectionable to Wall Street. The 
mouey kings, therefore, propose to 
storm the Capital and appeal to the 
President to veto the obnoxious seig- 
niorage bill. Notice of their intention 
was telegraphed to the Capital and 
1'riviito Secretary Thurber informed 
tho Wall Street brigade that tbe Presi- 
dent would hear their complaint if 
they vi.sitid the Capital, but tidvised 
them to stay at home. 


Not a word of disapproval of the 


course of the Wall Street Brigade ap- 
pe irs in tho organs of the " Combiua- 
t on," though many of them are se- 
vero in theircommputy on the proposed 
marc i of the Industrial Army to Wash- 
ington. Prom their standpoint, it is 
all ri-'ht for the goldmeii to go to 
Wishins'ton to entreat the President 
to veto a bill passed by tne representa- 
tives of the people to partially relieve 
the financial stringency, but absolutely 
wrong for tne unemployed to visit 
Washington to ask the representatives 
of tlio .joople to pusa measures that 
will at i>.\»ot partially relieve the gen- 
eral iirttruss.

tvveon tho millionaire and the laborer, 
the plutoi rat and the pauper, when 
both are acting within the law, that 
lea is to communism and encourages 
anarchy.

Tue Constitution 
of the United 


States, Article I, Section 8, says the 
Congress shall have power "to coin 
mouey and regulate the value thereof. 
A disk containing 412,WJ grains of stand- 
ard silver coined at the United States 
mint is money, and the Congress of tbe 
United States says tho value of that 
mouey is one dollar. The Congress of 
the United States »iys a diMc contain- 
ing 57,87 grains of copper and 19.29 
grains of nickel, bearing the impress of 
the 
United States mint is money 


and 
its 
value 
shall 
be 
five 


cents. la both of these cases the Con- 
gress of the United States regulates 
the value of tho money, as the Consti- 
tution empowers it to do. In both 
these cases the money "obtains its 
value from legislation, not from the 
materials from which it is made," as in 
the case of the dollar the material is 
not worth 52 cents at the present time, 
and in the case of the five-cent piece 
the material is not worth two cents. 


These are facts which all the sophistry 


of the goldmen cannot disprove. Con- 
gress is empowered by the Constitution 
to coin money and regulate tho value 
thereof, and, as is shown in the above 
instances, it exercises that power on 
occasion regardless of the material of 
which the money is made. 


The laws of trade may determine to 


a great extent the purchasable power 
of the dollar and five-cent piece, that 
is the quantity of any commodity 
that ths money will buy, but the laws 
of Congress fix the value of the coins. 


Affidavit* In Behalf of Defendant. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Pollard- 


Breckenridge Mai was resumed this 
morning with reading of affidavits on 
behalf of defendant. The first one read 
was that of Sister Augustine of the 
Norwood Convent Asylum, where it is 
alleged Miss Pollard was first confined. 
Sister Augustine, like Sister Agnes, 
whose affidavit was read yesterday, 
failed to recognize Miss Pollard as ever 
having been an inmate of the asylum. 
The only Louise Wilson ever in the in- 
stitution gave birth to a child there 
last fall. During the time Miss Pollard 
alleged she was there, there was a 
young woman who kept veiled most of 
the time and -claimed to be from a 
Northern State. 
The attorney read 


the name by inadvertence. He then ex- 
plained that Sister Augustine had only 
given the name on condition that it be 
kept secret. 


Entries on the convent books under 


the name of Miss Burgoyne, correspond 
with the dates which Miss Pollard and 
Dr. Street gave of her admittance to the 
asylum, birth of the child and her de- 
parture. Miss Burgoyne visited the 
asylum twice afterwards. When told 
of the death of the child she threw up 
her hands and ran from the room, but 
when she returned there was no evi- 
dences of grief in her face. 


The second deposition read was by 


Lena Schmidt, employed for eight 
years in the Norwood Convent, who 
had no recollection of a woman in the 
convent in 1885 under the name of 
Louise Wilson, and she had never seen 
iMadaline Pollard until last December. 
According to her remembrance Miss 
Pollard sai:l of her motive for tbe suit: 


I xlid it for justice and to disgrace 


Breckenridge," 


Dr. W. D. Decourcey, physician at 


Norwood Convent, deposed that he did 
not know Mudaline Pollard or Louise 
Wilson, but there had been a girl in 
the convent named Wilson in 1884 and 
1885, 
whose first name he did not re- 


member and whose face he would not 
recognize. He had looked over thb 
books of the asylum and found no 
record of Louise Wilson. At times a 
special physician attended tbe patients 
at the hospital if they so requested. 
One girl who gave birth to a child had 
her face veiled, because she claimed 
that Dr. Deoourcey knew her. There 
have been 500 children born at the 
asylum. Dr. Decourcey had not been 
cross-examined. 


The deposition of O. G. Brown, Pres- 


ident of the Quinn Valley College, 
Ohio, son of the President of Wesleyn 
Seminary, whichMiss Pollard attended, 
was read. He was a young man in the 
years of Miss Pollard's schooling, but 
from records of the school testified 
that her bills had been paid by James 
C. Rhodes. One note by lihodes for 
$125, given in 1885, had been paid only 
in a small part. Deponent often visited 
Rhodes to press him for payment, but 
the latter begged off, representing that 
he was hard up, and that the expenses 
were greater than he expected they 
would be. 


Miss Pollard wan in the habit of 


claiming rel >tiuiiihip or friendship 
with the most prominent people ot 
Kentucky, among them the Breckin- 
ridges and Black ourns. 
This had 


grown into a joke at the school, so that 
the visit of Breckiuridge, being unex- 
pected, impressed itself upon him as a 
corroboration of her claims. Witness 
remembered that Breckinridge 
had 


taken Miss Pollard driving. By the 
scholars Miss Pollard was jokingly 
called " Madeline Vivian Bill Breckin- 
ridge Joe Blackburn Pollard." 


After the noon recess Judge Bradley 


announced that the Court would ad- 
journ to-night until Monday, on ac- 
count of Good Friday. 


Brown's evidence was continued: 


Rhodes looked like an honest old 
farmer. Witness never heard anything 
of the relations between Miss Pollard 
asd Professor Overmeyer, except in a 
letter to Bessie Brown that she (Miss 
Pollard) was consumed by an undying 
love for him. 


Witness testified that according to 


bis recollection, based on his diary, 
Breckinridge. had not visited Miss 
Pollard on August 2, and had never 
but once. He had been criticised for 
permitting Miss Pollard to go riding 
with Breckinridge by those in authority 
at the school.

A GOLDBCG 
CONSPIRACY.

The goldbag Demo-Bepublican press

Now, 
how is this balance settled ? We can- 
not spare that amount of gold; hence 
it must be paid in more bonds and 
stocks. 


The subsidized goldbug press is 


well paid for deceiving the people 
about finance and it has been left for 
;he Populists to hunt up the bond- 
aolders' records and" expose their gi- 
gantic scheme to enslave mankind. 
England was the first country to make 
;he discovery that the bond system 
was much better for tho aristocracy 
than the slave system and the name 
slave was becoming very obnoxious to 
an enlightened race, so they inaugur- 
ated a change from slaveholder to 
bondholder.
